He was never closely 
examined on the subject, and a de- 
usion prevailed during his life that 
privilege of the kind really existed. 
Several persons afterward attempt- 


el to establish themselves in the same 
ine, but iiuno was so successful as 
Toseph Pai&ley, who secured by far 
the greatest run of business in defi- 
nce of every opposition. It was this 
oi-son who obtained the appellation 
f the Old Blacksmith, probably on 


account of the mythological conceit 
of Vulcan being employed in riveting 
the hymeneal chains. 


Paisley was, first a smuggler, then
